Big Brother On The Run?

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Republicans Need A Lyndon Johnson 


When even the Republicans in Congress 
have nothing but praise for Lyndon Johnson, 
the Texan who leads the D em ocrats in the 
Senate, the m an m ust be good. 
T hat is p art of the trouble Republicans 
are going to have when they elect a leader 
to replace defeated California Sen. Knowland 
as their leader. Sen. Johnson has set such 
a high standard his Republican counterpart 
cannot expect to m easure up to it. 
Sen. Knowland. though he won respect for 
his personal integrity, never won adm iration 
for adriotness or tact. Unlike his predeces­ 
sor, the late Sen. Taft, who could m ake con- 
versatism seem plausible and attractive, Sen. 
Know land's heavy-handed conservatism ra re ­ 
ly w as either plausible or attractive to 
anyone, except those m ore conservative than 
he was. 
The leading contender for Republican lead­ 
ership in the Senate is Sen. Dirksen of Il­ 
linois. He is being opposed by a self-styled 
“ insurgent” group whose rallying cry seem s 
to be “ the forw ard look.” like the sales 
slogan for a well known autom obile. 
This m eans, as directed at Sen. Dirksen, 
th a t he does not m eet the group’s specifica­ 


tions for Senate leadership. But for the coun­ 
try as a whole it only raises the question 
of wrhere forward-looking Republicans, or any 
other kind, will find a Senate leader who 
can do for them w hat Sen. Johnson does 


for Senate D em ocrats; nam ely, keep them 
out of one another’s hair when every' fiber 
of their political being as a coalition is urg­ 
ing them to sta rt internecine w arfare. 
Among Republicans, there is this sam e 
powerful urge to pit brother agaihst brother. 
The problem is not peculiar to one political 
party. T hat is why it takes a Lyndon John­ 
son or a Bob Taft to m aintain a working 
organization and thereby to m aintain the two* 
p arty system of U.S. governm ent. 
There are no Bob T afts in sight. And there 
Is only one Lyndon Johnson in sight. 
No m a tte r how strong a senator m ay seem 
to be in his own state, or even as a spokes­ 
m an for a section, his strength in the two- 
party system is m easured by his ability to 
com m and the respect of other m em bers of 
the Senate as a party leader. Sen. Knowland 
never m ade the grade as Sen. T aft’s heir 
to Republican leadership in the Senate. It 
is doubtful if Sen. D irksen would do any 
better, or th at anyone proposed by his op­ 
ponents would do any better, either. 
A genuine party leader is about the rarest 
thing in governm ent, which accounts 
for 
those perennial hardies in the House, Rep. 
Rayburn and Rep. M artin, and will account 
for the probability th at Sen. Johnson will 
be boss of the D em ocrats as long as he 
\rants the job and Texans send him to the 
Senate. 


Nothing New About The 4-Party System

The possibility of political stratification in 


1960 th at would split both the D em ocratic and 


Republican parties into right and left wings 


will be talked about m ore and m ore during 


the m onths before the nom inating conventions 
a year from next sum m er. 


David Law rence has suggested the possibil­ 


ity that N orthern and Southern conservatives 


m ight get together to form a political force in 


opposition to the liberal elem ents in the Re­ 


publican and D em ocratic parties. But he ad­ 
m its this third party would be unlikely as 
long as Republicans insist on a federalized 
system of governm ent which “ deprives the 
states of their right to control their own pub­ 
lic schools and education program s.” 
T hat would seem to elim inate the possibility 
of a North-South axis of convervatism geared 
to Southern race prejudice, because it is un­ 
thinkable th at any im portant num ber of R e­ 
publicans would be able to see eye to eye 


with the Faubuses of the South on that ques­ 


tion. 


A third p arty is unlikely. 


In a showdown, two new parties, each rep­ 


resenting a spinoff from the old parties, would 


be just as unlikely, because it would be con­ 
tra ry to the continuing purpose of the party 
system . T hat is the idea of winning the White 
House, control of Congress, or both. Political 
parties exist to win, not to com m it political 
suicide. 
H istorically, the United States always has 
had sharp divisions inside each m ajor party. 
It has had, in effect, a four-party system as 
far as viewpoints are concerned, but a two- 
p arty system as far as elections w ere con­ 
cerned. D ifferences w ere com prom ised and 
subdued for the purpose of winning elections— 
and that has been the m erit of the two-party 
system over the years. It is a good bet it will 
still be the m erit of the system in the next 
national election in 1960. 


How Old-Fashioned Do You Want To Be? 


In years to com e, w eather reporters will 
m ark the y ear 1958 for ready reference. 
It had the w ettest sum m er since the m ind 
of m an runneth not to the contrary and 
the coldest D ecem ber, barring the possibility 
of a heat w ave between now and the end 
of the year. 
Though it is unclear why so m any people 
think of w eather extrem es when they long 
for old-fashioned w inters, it is perfectly clear 
th a t if to be old-fashioned is to be unpleasant, 
.the year 1958 is destined to be as old-fashioned, 
weather-wise, as jinyone could w ant to be. 
But it is a good guess the young sprouts 
who will grow up to becom e the old gaffers 
who rem inisce about the dear dead days will 
not put any special em phasis on 1958 w eather 
in their rem iniscences.

Such conflagrations have buzz- 
sawed through an average of 13 
schools a day for the past seven 
years—a total of m ore than 30,000 
buildings to which children com e 
to learn and som etim es stay to 
burn. Y oungsters are not fireproof. 
N either are their buildings. 


One source, whose sadness cost 
it nothing of its authoritativeness, 
reported in a survey th at in 60 
schools not protected by ordinary 
sprinkler system s, fire took the 
lives of 827 pupils and teachers in 
the past 60 years. 
Y et in some 70 schools protected 
by fitted overhead sprinklers sys­ 
tem s fires did little m ore than 
scorch the furnishings. No lives 
w ere lost. 
The flam es, 
instead, 
w ere snuffed out. drowned by the 
protective gush of w ater from over­ 
head. 


THE 
RECENT 
bitter 
Chicago 
grim ness brings to m ind a far 
less m acabre fire in Holy Cross 
College. W orcester, M ass., in 1957. 
There is the second floor corridor 
of Fenwick Hall, som e students 
were smoking, even as some young­ 
sters m ay have been smoking in 
the unfortunate Chicago school. 
In Fenwick Hall a cigarette was 
dropped in a basket of clothing. 
Sprinklers poured it on. The flam es 
w ere out and the students back in 
when the fire fighters arrived in 
the 
building. 
But schools were just a sm all 
part of the tinder which went up 
in ’57. L ast year over a billion 
dollars worth of property burned 
H ardest hit w ere industrial plants. 
Y et just the installation of one 
sprinkler head would have put out 
43 per cent of the flam es. And 
five sprinklers would have doused 
85 per cent of the plant-gutting 
fires. 
These 
sprinkler 
system s 
are 
things of science. So sensitive are 
they 
that 
in 
some 
am munition 
plants w here tem peratures m ust 
not vary m ore than a degree, lest 
a flash fire be unleashed, the light 
of a struck m atch uncorks the 
floods of quenching w aters. 


THIS LITERALLY life-giving sci­ 
ence is practiced by a union I 
had never before encountered, the 
United Autom atic Sprinkler F itters 
and Apprentices Local Union No. 
669. It operates out of the n a­ 
tional Plum bers Assn. headquar­ 
ters. 
It has no offices of its own—for 
its jurisdiction is national, includ­ 
ing Hawaii and Alaska, too. 
Its 3.300 m em bers are always 
on the road. They go w here the 
job 
is—one 
day 
at 
a 
Midwest 
atom ic power plant and a month 
later at a naval installation on the 
Alaskan coast. 
They are the real old-fashioned 
journeym en. And they exlude no 
able-bodied m an, with the educa­ 
tion, the 
skill 
and the will 
to 
w ant to learn the trade. 
They run a unique apprentice 
system . Because their people and 
prospective m em bers live across 
the land—going from job to job 
on assignm ent from W ashington— 
th* 
union 
gives 
its 
apprentice 
course by correspondence, This is 
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prepared by specialists at Penn­ 
sylvania State University. 
At the m om ent som e 600 men 
are taking such training. A spe­ 
cial union office in Room 408, in 
the M achinists Building, W ashing­ 
ton, D.C., will take new applica­ 
tions. 
On the m anagem ent side of this 
obscure industry is the National 
Autom atic Sprinkler and F ire Con­ 
trol Assn. 


IN THE SEASON OF the year 
when there is little good will on 
the industrial front, it is a pleasure 
to report th at both sides speak 
well of each other in this fie ld - 
on which depend the bodies and 
souls of old and young. 
It is an industry now faced by 
a worried public, a disturbed teach­ 
ing profession and harassed fire 


chiefs 
and 
city 
officials 
every­ 
w here who see them selves in crisis. 
The Chicago fire has fanned a 
stam pede for sprinkler system s. 
For not only have bodies burned 
but the economic life of whole com ­ 
m unities has been destroyed by 
fire. 
On Sept. 6, 1957, flam es razed 
a shoe com pany in Georgetown, 
Ohio—a one-factory town. Some 209 
of the com m unity’s 2200 citizens 
w ere jobless. The economy of a 
town w as gone, in one burst of 
flam es in an unsprinkled plant. 
So the story of the season is in 
the words of the leader of the con­ 
tracto rs in this field. Raym ond J. 
Casey told me, “ I ’m sure that our 
industry and our labor organiza­ 
tion will com e up w ith all the 
m anpow er and engineering needed 
to m eet this crisis.”

C LEV ELA N D (A P )—Last Octo­ 
ber more illegal liquor stills were 
confiscated in Ohio than in West 
Virginia which long has been a

agents this year have uncovered 
38 stills—exceeding by three a 
record that stood for IO years. 
Five stills were turned up in 
October in Ohio, and only four in 
West Virginia, although neighbor­ 
ing Pennsylvania had six. The na­ 
tional total for that month was 
810, with more than half of them 
in

states—North 
Carolina 
187, South Carolina 119, and Ala­ 
bama 102. 
Until the law moves in moon­ 
shine manufacturing is a profit­ 
able business. There is no $10.50 
a gallon federal tax on homemade 
corn liquor and no $1.50 state tax. 
Moonshiners need not pay any at­ 
tention to building codes or to 
supervision which costs licensed 
distillers a tidy sum.

In Cleveland and environs stills 
have been found in basements, 
attics, upstairs apartments, gar­ 
ages, barns, wooden lots—nearly 
every conceivable place. 
The old copper still with coils 
is a rare find today. Usually oper­ 
ators employ 50-gallon oil drums 
and any kind of metal tubing they 
•can find. It has been many months 


since any 200 and 300-gallon stills 
have been uncovered. 
A 50-gallon oil-drum still found 
here recently operated on a cycle 
that produced 20 gallons of high 
proof moonshine every five days 
from the 50 gallons of mash. 
The mash—a mixture of corn, 
sugar and water—is heated and 
then permitted to work for about 
a month before it is poured into 
the still and heated to boiling. 
Alcoholic spirits vaporize and con­ 
dense in the tubes and filter into 
containers. 
“ About the best filter for liquor 
is a felt hat,” Corsaro said. “ It 
is

of the Giants’ two exciting games 
with the Browns. It will be car­ 
ried on network television (NBO 
with New York and a 75-mile 
area blacked out. 
Once again it was the grudging 
defense of the ll hangmen that 
thrilled the icy crowd of 61,274. 
The Giants’ four-man defensive 
line was tremendous. Andy Robus­ 
te r and Jim Katcavage at the 
ends and Rosey Grier and Dick 
(Little Mo) Modzelewski at the 
tackles simply wrecked the Cleve­ 
land offense. With Sam Huff back­ 
ing up the middle, taking dead 
aim at the great Jimmy Brown, 
and Cliff Livingston and Harland 
Svare adding their brawn as line­ 
backers, Cleveland made only 24 
yards rushing.
